The conference, he said, will give 
the student leaders a better look 
into the situation and will help 
them foresee and avoid future 
problems.

“This will be a fact-finding con- 
ference. not only for Student Con- 
gress, but also for self-evaluation 
of the student in relation to Uni- 
versity policies,” Sipple said.

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A Lack Of Service 



After years of silent suffering in 
dormitory rooms by students too ill 
to travel to the University infirmary 
for treatment, someone has finally 
initiated a movement to investigate 
the Health Service roles that forbid 
outside calls by Health Service physi- 
cians. 

This action came after a profes- 
sor was stricken Monday with a sud- 
den illness in Miller Hall. The pro- 
fessor, like many students, could not 
be moved to the infirmary so aid 
had to be summoned from the Health 
Service. It was reported by Dr. Rich- 
ardson Noback of the Health Service 
that help reached the stricken in- 
structor approximately 20 minutes 
after a call to the Health Service 
Building. 

The delay in making the 100- 
■yatd trek from the Health Service to 
Miller Hall was due to the treatment 
of other patients at the infirmary and 
the apparently less urgent symptoms 
shown by the instructor. We agree 
VJtBL treatment of a student suffering 
from “extreme abdominal paim” is 
of importance, but to decide that it 
was more pressing on the basis of a 
telephoned description of the man’s 
condition is folly. Three years ago 



another professor suffered a sudden 
illness and died in his Miller Hall 
office. Medical aid was late in reach- 
ing him, too, because those on duty 
at the Health Service could not be 
convinced that the professor's condi- 
tion was serious. 

Members of the Arts and Sciences 
faculty, disturbed by Monday’s inci- 
dent in Miller Hall, met Wednesday 
and expressed their dissatisfaction 
with Health Service treatment of both 
students and faculty members. The 
Arts and Sciences group named a 
committee to meet with University 
President Frank G. Dickey to seek 
improvement of the situation. This 
committee will study the problem and 
seek solutions for it. 

We hope to see the committee’s 
report >oon and would like to see 
some answers to questions about the 
operations of the Health Service that 
we and other students have won- 
dered about for years. 

Among other things, we would like 
to see a clarification of the Hippo- 
cratic oath as it ’applies to walking 
from the Health Service Building to 
Miller Hall or driving to a dormitory 
to see an ill student.

No ‘Big Brother’ 

To The Editor: 

(In reply to Dr. Mellenbruch’s 
letter of March 24). 

I enjoyed your letter to the editor, 
as 1 enjoyed the editorial of March 
21. I feel that you have missed a few 
of the behind-the-scenes feelings 
which prompt antagonism toward 
such persons as the late Sen. Mc- 
Carthy and the mililtary speaker who 
recently appeared on campus. 

First of all, you were probably 
present during the depressed 30’s, and 
may he a liberal. If so, you liave come 
to feel at home with” a fast spending, 
benevolent, motherly type govern- 
ment. Being a conservative of sorts, 
1 feel that I s]K*ak for a ’few others 
beside myself when I say I do not 
care for, nor am I impressed by, pas- 
sionate or biased “take it from me, 
son, the boogie man will get you if 
you don’t string along with me” at- 
titude in speeches or actions. In an 
era of increased governmental con- 
trol of everything, in a period of 
philosophy echoing the thought “the 
government owes you a living,” 1 re- 
sent the whole mess. 

1 don’t like any “big daddy” sup- 
posedly representing the voters (in- 
cluding me) saying “give me your 
hand, little lamb, and I’ll lead you 
through this nasty break.” I don’t feel 
that people, much less college stu- 
dents, are as helpless as they are 
made out to he. They should not he 
quieted for voicing criticism because 
the people of this country must ex- 
perience a curtailment of traditional 
liberties by the good hoys (anyone 
against the Conunuuists ) so that the 



bad hoys (Communists) won’t be 
able to do it. At this stage of the 
cold war I agree that many of these 
things must be done. However, what 
will things he like in 20 years if no 
criticism is heard? Critical voices are 
a must, yes, even if they must be 
Communist voices, to call for con- 
stant reappraisal and conviction.

Communist Danger 

To The Editor: 

You deserve to be congratulated 
for your courage in expressing your 
thoughts concerning the danger to 
our civilization by those who would 
deny us the protection of the Con- 
stitution. However, I believe you are 
wrong concerning the dangers of 
communism to our nation. 

On March 21, 1 received a letter 
from the Association of Professors of 
the University of Hahana in exile, 
which I read just after reading your*- 
editorial. It brought to my mind 
remarks and statements by rny Cuban 
professors 35 years ago, which 
seemed to hold that the standard of 
living of the average Cuban was much 
higher than that of the Russians so 
consequently they had nothing to 
gaiu from the Russians. Another very 



popular cliche was that the Spaniards 
were too individualistic to ever be- 
come communists. 

Cuba is too close for any com- 
ments to be needed. Those professors 
did not understand communism, and, 
evidently there are some on our 
campus as uninformed as they were 
in 1926. I have seen their recruiting 
methods in both Cuba and the United 
States. They began by appealing to 
the intellectuals — intellectuals who 
have been discarded or liquidated, 
just as Castro is going to he, as soon 
as possible. Communists do not trust 
traitors. 

Right here on our campus a stu- 
dent told me that he was here to 
recruit for the Communist Party, and 
gave me the names of four other stu- 
dents whose college expenses were 
being paid by the Communist Party. 
This student was learning Spanish 
to organize the waterfront workers in 
Chile so that nitrates would not he 
shipped to the imperialist nations— 
meaning Germany— in case of war. 

I was glad that there was an Un- 
American Activities Committee to 
whom 1 could report this student and 
his fellow-students engaged in under- 
mining our cherished rights. Did I 
hate him? Of course not. We became 
very good friends, and we were as 
friendly as I have ever been with a 
student. Rut 1 lost. Because he was 
the needle the late Sen. McCarthy 
found in his Ft. Monmouth hay stack, 
a man w'ho had been reported to 
Congressman Dies and Mr. John 
Edgar Hoover to whom this country 
owes so much for excellent surveil- 
lance of both Nazis ami Communists 



In-fore 1941 and afterward. Mr. 
Hoover deserves more thanks than 
many a general who got a noisy tick- 
er-tape parade. Mr. Hoover’s cour- 
ageous and devoted men carried out 
a relentless tight just as dangerous as 
that in any battlefield and just as 
important to our survival. 

Our love of freedom and truth 
should not blind us to the fact that 
we are dealing with an unethical 
foe for whom truth is what suits the 
party at the time, and freedom is to 
do the will of the despot who sits in 
the Kiemlin. 1 believe we can win 
by informing our people of the dan- 
gers of the Russian plan for world 
domination, rather than by aiding 
them through our inability to grasp 
their teriihle ruthlessness. 

Have you ever seen a reporter who 
was allowed to go where he pleased 
in Russia? Have you read a Russian 
newspaper? You have lieen brought 
up where freedom of 'lie press is 
complete. I will trust Russia when 
any Russian wishing to subscribe to 
the Netc York Times may do so and 
when any Russian having the money 
will he allowed to come to our coun- 
try and any Ainnican may visit Russia 
without being led by the nose by an 
Intourist guide.

Coach I larry Lancaster’s 
baseball Wildcats open their 
nine-day march through Dixie 
this afternoon in Statesboro, 
Ga.. against Georgia Southern 
in the most crucial road series 
the diamond nine will play 
until mi«l- May. 

The Cats, already 3-0 on the 
season, will play five non-confer- 
ence and four conference games 
In nine days and a winning trip 
could put the Cats well on their 
way to grabbing their first South- 
eastern Conference championship. 



C’oarh J. I. Clements of South- 
ern will be sending Ills charges 
Into their seventh game of the 
season and will field a strong unit 
led by 4he top two hitters of the 
1!M»0 campaign.
